Washington, May 27.—Germany ap- 
parently has launched another desper- 
ate attempt to smash her way through 
the allied armies to victory before 
American troops can reach the pattle 
fields of France and Flanders in great 
force.

IN RUSH AT AMERICANS 


Kaiser’s Troops Penetrate U. S. 
Positions in Picardy, But

Washington, May 27.—Geferal Per-

GERMANS GAIN LITTLE 
BY BLOW IN FLANDERS 


London and Paris Both 
Admit That the Crown 
Prince’s Troops Have Been 
Successful Along the Aisne, 
But at Bloody Cost—An- 
glo-French Troops Are 
Retiring in Good Order. 


New York, May 27.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Germany’s great offensive on 
the western front has been resuméd. 
With only brief artillery preparation, 
two blows have been struck by the 
Tetuon. armies, which have been re- 
organized since disastrous losses were 
inflicted on them by the French and 
British during the Picard? and Flan- 
ders battles in March and April. One 
attack was on the line from VYoorme- 
zele to Locre, southwest of Ypres: the 
other on a 35*mile front from Pinon, 
north of Soissons, to Rheims. This is 
known as the Aisne sector. 

In Flanders the Germans have gain- 
ed virtually nothing, but farther south 
the Berlin official statement claims 
that the German crown prince’s troops 
have carried the whole ridge of the 
Chemin des Dames and now are fight- 
ing on the Aisne river. 

The German attack in Flanders is 
against positions taken by the French 
May 20, when they recaptured Brulose 
and Locre and strengthened their line 
on each side of Hill 44, which they had 
retaken a few days before. 


BATTLE RECALLS 
FEARFUL FIGHTING. 


On the Aisne front thé present battle 
recalls the fearful fighting of last sum- 


mer along the Chemin des Dames, - 


where for weeks the German crown 
prince hurled his men against the 
French positions only to see them 
crushed and beaten. Last year seventy- 
five divisions were engaged in the Ger- 
man attacks along the line alone. 
The attack here is really in the na- 
ture of a line-straightening operation. 
It is being launched from Laonias ‘a 
center, and is aimed at the elbow in 
the line formed during the fighting in 
Picardy in March and April. Here, how- 
ever, the Germans must face perma- 
nent works which have been occupied 
by the French for long periods, and 
which can be defended quite easily.

Washington,. May 2?7.—Examination 
today of Director General McAdoo’s or- 
der raising freight rates on a basis 
of 25 per cent and passenger fares 
to three cents a mile, and abolishing 
all lower intrastate freight and pas- 
senger rates, indicated that the average 
increase will be higher than 25 per 
cent. 

Many readjustments will be made by 


_the railroad administration, either on 


its own initiative after receiving sug- 
gestions from shippers and state or 
local authorities, or by order of the 
interstate commerce commission which 
has power to review and modify the 
echedule. This will not prevent the 
new rateq from going into effect, pas- 
senger f s June 10 and freight tariffs 
June 25, for the commission today gave 
its approval to the rate order with- 
out hearings. The action was perfunc- 
tory, and is not intended to cut off 
later complaints and hearings on them. 

State railroad or rate commissions 
have no authority to change the rates, 
the railroad administration holds, even 
though many provisions of the new or- 
der more than double charges for short 
hauls within states. The director gen- 
eral today explained in a telegram to 


— 


commercial travelers organizations 
would protest against the three-cent 
passenger rate, which is from % to. %- 
cent higher than present mileage rates. 
They will ask, it was said, for sale of 
mileage books at a lower rate, on the 
ground that they are wholesale pur- 
chasers of mileage. f 

Railroad administration officials ad- 
mit they hope to reduce unnecessary 
Passenger travel by the higher rates 
and thus save facilities and labor for 
freight movement.

State Protests Expected.

Adoo’s request for suggestions from 
state commissions for changes, pro- 
tests are looked for, particularly from 
the states having already well estab- 


lished rate systems. Among these are 
Wisconsin, Georgia, Oklahoma and 
Texas. j ~~ 

Industries which will be hard hit by 
the order include brickmakers and coal 
producers, with markets near the place 


of production. For instance, a brick- 
maker shipping his preduct 25 miles 
ordinarily would have to pay about 2.6 
cents freight per 100 pounds. The new 
scale would add 2 cents flat to the 
existing scale, regardless of distance, 
making the new rate 4.6 cents. This 
rule applies also to coal, coke and oth- 
er commodities for which specific ad- 
vances, rather than proportional in- 
creases, are ordered. 

Some modifications may have to be 
made to relieve so-called. combination 
rates of the specific advances ordered. 
In combinations, a rate for a long dis- 
‘tance is made up of a series of local 
rates. Under the new rate order, a 
fixed amount apparently would be 
added to each of these local rates. 

The executive and special war com- 
mittees of the National Association of 
Railway and Utilities Commissioners 
will meet here June 4 and 6, and will 
confer with the director general to 
work out a means of eliminating injus- 
tices and preserving existing rate re- 
lationship between rival commercial or 
industrial districts. 

Fuel Administrator Garfield § ex- 
plained today that the increase in rates 
on coal would not affect the prices at 
the mines, recently reduced 10 cents a 
ton to an average of about $2.40. The 
increased transportation charges, rang- 
ing from 15 to 50 cents a ton, will be 
reflected, however, in prices to the con- 
sumer. 


Intrastate Rates Abolished. 

Issued under authority granted by 
the railroad act to President Wilson, 
acting through the direétor general, 
the order wipes out all intrastate low- 
er rates effective on either freight or 
passenger traffic.

Many Modifications Probable. 

These complaints are expected to re- 
sult in hundreds of modifications af- 
fecting specific commodities or classes, 
and rates between certain communi- 
ties, but probably will not reduce to 
any great extent the total revenue to 
be derived from the sweeping increases, 
which is estimated at from $800,000,000 
to $900,000,000. : 

The additional charges must even- 
/tually be absorbed in higher prices of 
commodities, it was noted today by 
shippers’ interests, and this effect may 
be noticed particularly for coal, brick, 
lumber, meats and grain, and for ma- 
terials shipped to market only a short 


- distance. Analysis of the new sched- 


ules showed that for hauls of from 
five to fifty miles, particularly in states 
which have their own intrastate classi- 
fications, rates will be raised by vary- 
ing amounts ranging from 25 to 150 
per cent. 

Some comfort for summer vacation- 
ists was derived from assurances of the 
railroad administration that excursion 
ryses would be re-established, though 
on a higher basis. The director gen- 
eral’'s order provided for the discon- 
tinuance of all existing excursion rates, 
and many other lower rates and spe- 
cial passenger privileges. Local ex- 
cursion fares to summer resorts will 
be raised generally about 20 per cent. 
Long distance excursion rates in the 
east will be 10 per cent less than the 
regular three-cent rate. In the west, 
the fares will be approximately 20 per 
cent above the existing rather low 
rates. 

It was reported during the day that

A number of flat increases, instead 
of percentage additions, are ordered 
for cotton, coal, coke, lumber, ore, 
stone, grain, live stock, meata, sugar, 
bullion and other commodities 

Existing differentials and rate rela- 
tionships between various localities 
are to be preserved so far as possible, 
but many readjustments will nave w 
be made later. All rates are subject to 
review and correction by the interstate 
commerce commission, 


Increases Due to Advancing Costs. 

In announcing that the rate increases 
are required by public interest, Direc- 
tor Gemeral McAdoo referred to the 
$300,000,000 or more added to the pay- 
rolls of railroad labor under an order 
published today, to the rapidly rising 
cost of coal, which he estimated this 
year alone at $160,000,000 more than 
Jast year, and to higher cost of every 
other material entering into railroad 
transportation. Operating expenses, he 


estimated, would be between $830,000,- 
000 and $880,000,000 greater thia year 
than the $2,852,000,000 figure of last 
year.

Mr. McAdoo announced that he é¢x- 
pected the interstate commerce com- 
mission to review many of the new 
schedules, on complaint of shippers or 
other commercial interests, and charges 
will be made on the commission's rec- 
ommendations.

AND ARMY CAMP LIFE 


Washington, May 27-—Thorough in- 
vestigation of the intimate relation be- 
tween the narcotic problems and army 
camp life was suggested to Secretary 
Baker today by Dr. Charles A. Rose- 
water, of Newark, N. J. in submitting 
@ report of a survey of the southern 
states with reference to the use of 
narcotic and habit-forming drugs 
made for the Alabama and Georgia 
states boards of health.

Gov. Dorsey Addresses Let- 
ters to Secretary of War 
Baker, Marshal General 
Crowder and W. S. Gifford. 


Calling attention to the fact that the 
farmers of Georgia have responded 
splendidly to the call of the govern- 
ment for an increased production of 
food by planting large crops, but who 
are now faced by a shortage of labor 
to cultivate them which threatens a 
serious situation, Governor Dorsey has 
addressed a letter to eNwton D. Baker, 
secretary of war; Hon. W. S. Gifford, 
of the National Council of Defense, and 
Provost Marshal General Crowder, ask- 
ing that they take all steps possible 


to release men on furlough to engage 
in agricultural pursuits during the 


critical period when crops are in cee 


making. His letter follows: 

“In the planting of large crops, the farm- 
ers of Georgia responded splendidly to the 
call of the government for an increased pre- 
duction of food. These crops are now need- 
ing, and for the next sixty to ninety days 
will continue to need, diligent work and at- 
tention by experienced farmers. 

“Unless a more loberal interpretation is 
piaced upon the recent act of congress, al- 
lowing a furlough to men engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits, and a larger number of 


boys are released for wcrk on the farms, we 
are going to face a very serious situation 
in Georgia. 

“Hundreds of plows and mules are now 
idle, and because of a general shortage 
of labor in this state, they cannot possibly 
be used, except by men subject to draft. 
After the crops are made, we believe that 
we can, in some way, get them gathered 
by more inexperienced help. 

“TI therefore urge that, unless, of course, 
the military necessities absolutely call for 
the services of these registrants, you take 
whatever steps are necessary to release 
more men for work on the farm. 

*T have addressed a similar letter to Hon. 
W. 8S. Gifford, of the Council of National 
Defense, and to General E. H. Crowder, 
provost marshal general. 

‘.I should appreciate an expression from 
you as to whether or not we may expect 
any reliet.”

yesterday furnished The Constitution 
with the following card in which he ex- 
plains why the street car service out 
Peachtree street was delayed on Fri- 
day afternoon, the day on which Re- 
gional Director Winchell arrived in At- 
lanta to take up his new work here: 

Editor Constitution: In your Sunday is- 
sue you had a story that “New Regional 
Director Meets With Tantalizing Sample 
of Lecal Transportation Service on Ar- 
riving in Atlanta.” 

The sincident happened on Friday after- 
noon, May 24. You do not state the cause 
for the interruption of the street railway 
schedules, but you imply it was due to 
the inefficiency of the street railway com- 


pany. 

On this afternoon there was a large pa- 
rade, known as the ItaNan parade, which 
marched and counter marched down and 
along and back again over the principal 
downtown streets, upon which must be 
operated’ practically .all of the street cars 
of this company. The cars were held 
while the parade took place, and then were 
held until all the jumble of private auto 
mobiles hurried to. go on their way, while 
the street cars and their passengers waited. 

Not only was the street railway traffic 
wholly interrupted for a period of about an 
hour, but a8 a necessary consequence the 
schedules were disarranged for a 
time afterwards. 

Mr. Winchell will find other tantalizing 
samples of traffic conditions in Atlanta, 
not only those due to parades, but those 
due to the fact that the downtown narrow 
streets are used as permanent garages for 
nearly all of the automobiles in town, and 
the street railway traffic is delayed and 
interrupted and interfered with, such as is 
not permitted in cities, where Mr. Winchell 
has heretofore lived and where traffic is 
regulated in some degree for the con- 
venience of the general public. New traf- 
fic laws are needed and needed badly in 
Atianta; then the proper enforcement of 
these traffic laws should be insisted on 
also, 


If this could only be Gone very few tan- 
talizing samples of delay to the street 
railway service would; be found. 

Under the present traffic laws, er ab- 
sence of traffic laws, in Atlanta, and under 
the present enforcement, or lack of e¢n- 
forcement, of such traffic laws as there 
are, it is a physical impossibility to main- 
tain regularity in the street railway sched- 
ules, * 

The reeult of this ts not simply to in- 
jure the street railway company, but it in- 
jures and delays and inconveniences and 
harasses the entire public using the street 
cars.

THE PRESIDENT IS RIGHT. 


The whole country should, and no doubt 
will, commend the attitude of President Wil- 
son as declared in his address in congress 
yesterday, relative to war tax legislation. 

The address was delivered unexpectedly, 
but it was none the less a remarkably clear, 
concise, fair and masterly presentation of a 
big and far-reaching issue. 

The administration war tax plan is fun- 
damentally sound, just and equitable. 

All business—whether tainted by profit- 
eering or not—must bear its just proportion 
of the extra burden of this war; and the 
fairest and most just method of distribution 
of that burden is by taxation of business in- 
comes, increasing as earnings increase. 

The taxes to be levied under the new 
law will be payable a year hence, and out 
of the profits yielded by the current fiscal 
year’s business. 

For that reason the president is right 
when he insists that such taxation legislation 
be enacted now so that business men and 


- 


' _ corporations may have ample time in which 
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to prepare for compliance with its demands. 

It is unfortunate in a way that the con- 
gressional session could not have terminated 
in July, as was originally intended; but, in 
view of the necessity of the proposed war 
tax law; adjournment now would not be de- 
sirable. 

It is to be hoped that the new tax meas- 
ure will be put on its way without unneces- 
sary debate or delay—the sooner the better 
for the entire country. 

Then congress can go home. 


THE RAILROAD ORDERS 


Director General McAdoo announces a 
general increase in rates of pay for railroad 
employees, together with that of a general 
increase in freight and passenger rates. 

Both orders are sweeping and far-reach- 
ing, directly or indirectly affecting every in- 
habitant of the country. The first has direct 
bearing upon the per diem incomes of ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 men and women work- 
ers, and will increase the aggregate of their 
wages by probably more than $300,000,000. 

The order providing a general increase of 
freight and passenger rates will indirectly 
affect everybody; and it provides the only 
means of fulfilling the provisions of the first. 

It provides for pay increases on the basis 
of a percentage above what the rates were 
in 1915. Inasmuch as in many instances in- 
ereases have already been made and are in 
effect, the order—while yielding something 
like $800,000,000 a year more revenue than 
the carriers are now earning—is not quite 
as sweeping as it seemed to be at first 
glance. 

In only a few particulars does the new 
wage policy deviate from that recommended 
by the federal wage commission, which some 
weeks ago arrived at its conclusions after a 
long and thorough investigation of condi- 
tions and after months of study of the rail- 
road wage situation with a view single to 
simple, satisfying justice to the employees 
and the employer alike—the employer now 
being the United States government. °

- The house military committee has voted 
its approval of the administration’s desire 
that no limit be placed upon the number of 
men that may be recruited to constitute the 
personnel of the American army. ~ 

The public generally will commend that 
action, and it is to be Roped that the army 
draft limit will be removed by congress. 

As a matter of fact, situated as this 
country is and with its potentialities in man- 
power, the necessities of the occasion should 
constitute the sole limit to the number of 
men that may be called to the colors. 

The Hun must be conquered! 
must assume its full share of the burden of 


bringing him to his knées. If it can be done 


with a million men, so much the better; if by 
five million, well and good, let us raise an 
army of five million. But if it requires six, 
or eight, or even ten millions of men to com- 
plete the job in hand, there is only one 
thing for the United States to do, and that 
is to recruit the full number required! 

The same principle applies to the matter 
of financing the war. However much may 
be required, the money must :be furnished, 
without hesitation, without skimping. 

When a fire breaks out the city authori- 
ties cannot say to the chief: “We'll permit 
you to use fifty firemen and 20,000 gallons of 
water in putting this fire out.” 

The fire chief is clothed by the city with 
authority to use as many men, as much ap- 
paratus and as many thousands of gallons 
of water as may ‘be necessary to kill the 
fire! 

Now the world is on fire with war, and 


the very existence of the United States ZOv- 


ernment is imperiled. 

There should be no limit placed upon the 
number of men nor upon the number of dol- 
lars that may be employed to quench that 
fire. And this is no time to think of econo- 
mizing in either men or dollars to be ar- 
rayed against the monster of central Europe, 
for the simple reason that if that monster is 
permitted to triumph over us, Our dollars 
will count for nothing, freedom will be a 
memory and human existence a hell! 

Remove all limit to our endeavors in 
order to forestall the possibility of such a 
condition.

THRIFT WORK IN THE 
ATLANTA PUBLIC SCHOOLS

Houston Street School. 

The one great lesson learned by the chil- 
dren of the negro schools from the buying 
of Thrift Stamps is, “preparation for the fu- 
ture.” Before the beginning of this cam- 
paign they seemed to have had no thought 
of anything except present wants, and the 
immediate expenditure of every penny they 
could procure. And this was true most 
especially of the poorest ones. But now, I 
am glad to say, their minds are bent in an- 
other direction; they are looking out for the 
future, and those who are not able to buy a 
stamp each week deposit their pennies and 
nickels in a bank kept by the teacher. Then 
as soon as one has 25 cents to hia credit he 
draws it out and buys his stamp. The teach- 
ers found that this was the hardest lesson 
they ever attempted to impress; but by pre- 
senting it in many and different ways they 
have been able to make the majority under- 
stand it clearly. We hear the children in the 
lower grades counting on their savings to 
pay their entrance fees, and to buy books 
when they enter college; while those in‘ the 
highest grades are sure that they will have 
money enough in their savings to graduate 
them from high school. And there are still 
other plans which different ones are making 
for the future use of their money. To me, 
this is very gratifying and hopeful. At this 
writing we have 300 members of the W. S. 8. 
out of a school enrollment‘of 600; and they 
have invested $615.58 in Thrift Stamps, mak- 
ing an average of $1.23 per il, based on 
the number belonging to the school.

Somewhere I have seen the statement 
that “war, after all, is all comprised in the 
word ‘giving.’” To those who are loyal cer- 
tainly it can mean nothing less than the 
giving of our all, if need be. Wonderful and 
far-reaching, indeed, is its influence, for the 
giving that requires sacrifice and forgetful- 
ness of self always ennobles and uplifts. 

It is just such an influence as this that 
the children of America have needed. For 
many years there has been no call for self- 
denying service. To the average American 
youth economy, sacrifice, and even patriot- 
ism, were merely words. He learned to spell 
them and perhaps memorized a definition, 
but of their real meaning he knew nothing. 

The fact that some of us had to endure 
many hardships uring our childhood made 
us swing away from the training which had 
for its motto that “children should be seen 
and not heard,” and we, in owr geal to pro- 
mote the best interest of the child, went to 
the other extreme. Consequently, lessons in 
self-expresgion were much in evidence, but 
those in self-restraint and self-denial were 
often forgotten. As a result the child fe- 
veloped a character which see weak. 
Indeed, to this fact was due the fear ex- 
pressed by some that bytes Americans of 
today lack the stuff of which their brave, 
loyal old grandfathers were made.” 

But the war came, and with it an awaken- 
ing. To the call for service and self-denial 
the children of rica responded nobly. 
The war is teaching them lessons that will

! Pellagra is an insidious, very slowly de- 
veloping disease, characterized by an obsti- 
nate skin eruption which at first resembles 

| Sunburn or chapping and perhaps appears 
; Only on the backs of the. hands, though 
‘sometimes on the cheeks and neck. With 
ithe skin symptoms there are almost inva- 
I 'riably nervous symptoms and digestive dis- 
turbance. In fact, the three classical or 
diagnostic ,Signs of pellagra are the skin 
eruption, a red scalded tongue with stomach 
trouble or diarrhea, and ‘nervous depression 
or a tendency toward melancholia. The 
symptoms generally imyvprove in the fall and 
winter and become worse in the spring and 
summer. 

An individual who drinks fresh milk or 
buttermilk every day, end eats fresh lean 
meat at least three times a week, will 
scarcely ever have pellagra, for these foods, 
in reasonable quantity, are preventative. 

The cause of pellagra is too limited diet 
—a@a diet limited to biscuits, corn bread, grits, 
gravy and syrup. Such a diet is customary 
with a large class in the south. In many 
places in the south, fresh milk and fresh 
meat are difficult to obtain, even if the 
people can afford them, because animal foods 
are not raised in the south. , 

Besides fresh lean meat and fresh milk 
or buttermilk, these articles of food are 
particularly helpful for one with pellagra 
and preventive of pellagra. Greens of all 
kinds, fresh garden truck of all kinds, fresh 
fruit, fresh eggs, cheese, dried soya beans, 
string beans, cabbage. 

One who drinks three glassfuls (1% 
points) of fresh milk or even buttermilk will 
be practically immune to pellagra irrespec- 
tive of the quality or variety of food in the 
diet, according to experts of the United 
States public health service, who have made 
an extensive investigation of the nature and 
prevention of pellagra, 

The United States public health service, 
Washington, D. C. will send free pamphlets 
to any one requesting them, which give very 
valuable information about the symptoms 
and treatment of pellagra, especially a pel- 
lagra-preventing bill of fare.

At what age should a baby be weaned,

ANSW BR—At the ninth or tenth month, 
as a rule, one artificial feeding a day should 
be substituted for a breast feeding, and one 
more artificial feeding each week, till nurs- 
ing is entirely discontinued in about six 
weeks. In case of stationary weight it may 
be advisable to wean more quickly. Do not 
wean to bottle, but teach the baby to drink 
from a cup. The “second summer’ idea was 
fostered by our grandmothers who did not 
understand proper cleanliness in the han- 
dling of baby’s food and feeding utensils. 
(This will rouse grandma’s ire, but remem- 
ber, we are speaking not of visible dirt, but 
of sanitary handling.) 

What the Doctors Don’t Seem to Know. 


Kindly give me some advice about dia- 
betes. The doctors do not seem to know 
much about the subject. Would like to 
know what to eat and what is bad for 
ae s* Are bananas, oranges, apples bad? 

ANSWEHiR—tThey are not. Nor are they 
goed. Not gooder than other foods, any- 
ow. It is bad for diabetes if the patient 
has an idea he may eat this and that 
article and must not eat so and so. Dia- 
betes is a functional incapacity to utilize 
carbohydrates (sugars and starches). The 
diet must be determined by the individual's 
tolerance, not by any cut and dried formu- 
la. One diabetic may properly take and re- 
quire twice as much carbohydrate food as 
another. If you wish we'll be glad to send 
you a little monograph suggesting an effi- 
cient mode of treatment—but not prescribing 
remedies.

Dm Hillis. the lifeboat a half mile 

upon our right. The usual rumor start- 

ed up and down*#the deck that there 

were dead bodies in the boat, but the petty 

officer answered my question by saying that 

it was 2,000 lives against one possible life, 

that every drifting boat must be looked upon 

as a German decoy, that if the steamer stop- 

ped to send sailors with a lifeboat to in- 

vestigate it would simply give a German 

submarine a chance to ¢ome up with tor- 

Ppedoes. At that very moment one of the men 

aside the gun sighted a periscope, and a 

moment later the gun roared, and then 

boomed a second time, and then a third. Be- 

cause the object disappeared all passengers 

said it was a submarine, but the officers 

said it was a piece of driftwood tossed up 
on the crest of a wave. 

That night on deck a close friend of the 
purser came for an hour’s walk around the 
deck. The memory of those three shots rest- 
ed heavily upon his mind. It seemed that 
some months before he had been a purser 
on an East Indian liner. On the home voyage 
twenty-four hours after they left Cairo, 
when well out into the Mediterranean, this 
officer went below for an hour’s rest. Sud- 
denly a torpedo struck the steamer. The 
force of the explosion literally blew the pur- 
ser out of his berth. Grabbing some clothes, 
he ran through the narrow passageway al- 
ready ankle-deep in rushing water. The great 
ship carried sevéral thousand soldiers and a 
few women who were coming home from 
India or from Egypt. Despite the fact that 
all realized that the steamer would go down 
within a few minutes, there was no° con- 
fusion, and the soldiers lined up as if under 
parade. The boat went down in about eight 
minutes, but every one of the women ,and 
children had on their life preservers and 
were given first places in the lifeboats that 
had not been ruined by the explosion. 

The purser said that he decided to jump 
from the deck and swim as far as possible 
from the steamer; but, despite his struggles. 
he was drawn under, and came up half un- 
conscious, to find himself surrounded with 
swimming men and sinking rowboats that 
were being shelled by the German § sub- 
marine. Suddenly a machine gun bullet pass- 
ed ‘through his right shoulder and left one 
arm helpless. For half an hour he lay with 
his left arm upon a floating board, held up 
by his life preserver. The submarine had 
disappeared. At distances far removed were 
three of the ship’s boats and one raft. I: 
was plain that there was no help in sighi 
Near him was a woman, to whom he called. 
The purser told the woman that he had been 
shot in the right arm and could not help her 
nor come near to her. She answered that it 
was good to hear his voice. The water was 
very cold. He began to be alarmed and 
reasoned as to whether the cold water would 
not stay the bleeding. From time to time he 
would call out to the women to keep up hope 
and courage and not to struggle, but at last 
he saw she was exhausted. With infinite 
effort, swimming with his left arm, he man- 
aged to draw near to her. “Is drowning very 
painful?” the woman asked. “No,” answered 
the officer. “Once the water rushes into the 
lungs one smothers.” To which the English 
girl answered: “Then I think I will not wait 
any longer. Good-by. Good luck!” Utterly 
exhausted, she let her head fall over, and 
in a moment the life preservér was on the 
top, and that was all that he saw. 

“The next thing I remember,” said the 
officer; “was waking up to find a nurse 
trying to four a stimulant down my -throat.”’ 
A destroyer had come up in response to the 
signals for help and picked up the survivors. 
For months he was in the hospital before he 
could be carried to England. Even now he 
was not able to lift a hat from his head 
with his right arm, but he could write a 
little. This was hie first voyage to test his 
strength to prove to the government that he - 
could take his old task as purser. “How did 
you feel, purser, when you heard that cannon 
roar this morning against that submarine”’ 
You should have seen the fire flash in the 
man's eyes. “How did I feel?” answered the 
officer. “I felt like a race horse sniffing the 
battle afar.

Washington, May 27.—(Special. )—The 
situation in Georgia is 
vidwed with keen disappointment and 
mo little alarm by Georgians at the

The degeneracy of the campaign into 
the cheapest of personal politics, with 
the world aftre, and this nation in the 
most serious crisis since the birth of 
the republic, is deeply regretted not 
only by Georgia members of congress 
and others from that state in respon- 
sible government positions here, but 
Prominent democratic leaders from all 
over the United States are taking cog- 
mizance of the unfortunate condition, 
and do not hesitate to express them- 
selves regarding it. 

The Paramount issue. 

The paramount iasue today every- 
where is that of loyalty to the govern- 
ment in the supreme fight that it is 
mow conducting. It has subordinated 
party politics on the floors of con- 
gress. It has called for the best and 
most serious thought from the leaders 
ef both parties. Any attempt at per- 
sonal fights, or petty, clap-trap methb- 
ods, has been quickly and pointedly 
decried. Two million Americans are un- 
der arms; three-quarters of a million 
of them are in the war zone, or on 
the seas. The cost of this war is a 
billion and a quarter dollars a month. 
The people are, being taxed sorely, and 
heavier taxes are just ahead in the 
forthcoming revenue bill. The Ameri- 
can people accept the conditions with 
@ patriotism that is inspiring to vic- 
tory, and encouraging to the morale of 
our armies. Georgia's proud place in 
the Liberty Loan subscriptions, in the 
Red Cross fund, in every undertaking 
for the furtherance of the cause of lib- 
erty is the envy of Georgians; particu- 
larly is this true of the Georgians here 
who are proud to refer to the patriot- 
ism and the loyalty and the manhood

racy duly recognized, the present cam- 
paign in that state for the exalted and 
dignified position of representative in 
the greatest deliberative body among 
the nations, is disappointing, and there 
is no hiding the genuine feeling of dis- 
gust that Georgians here feel.

‘While at Goshen another committee 
urged me to go back to Athens by the 
way of Bishop, to speak there It 
was manifestly impossible for me to 
make a third extended speech the same 
day, so I had to decline, but I did visit 
Bishop, where I met a hundred or more 
citizens of that place and was most 
cordially received. 

‘In Athens Saturday morning I had 
not only an attentive, but a most en- 
thusiastic audience. Especially were 
they interested in my charge that Con- 
gressman Howard had bought liquor 
to use in order to defeat Congressman 
Lon Livingston, and then when he was 
sued for payment of the bill some four 
years later pleaded e statute of 
limitations to avoid paying it. I had 
the actual original documents in this 
case in my hand. 

“Following my Athens speech a num- 
ber of men, several of them from Banks 
and other neighboring counties, came 
up to speak to me and to say that, al- 
though they had been in favor of other 
candidates, after hearing my address, 
they were my supporters and would 
vote for me.

1,000 Come From Ohio, 500 
From Illinois and Scatter- 
ing From Georgia—Num- 
ber of Florida Men Show- 
ing Up—Examinations and 
Preliminary Paper Work 
in- Full Swing. 


Another thousand Ohio selectmen ar- 
rived heré Monday in special troop 
trains in addition to 500 men from IIli- 
nois and a scattering of drafted men 
from the states of Georgia and Florida. 
As usual they were met at the camp 
station, marched through to the recetv- 
ing station and immediately given their 
first experiences in military life. 

Monday’s arrivals brings Ohio’s total 
now at camp up to about 3,000 men. 
Illinois has sent about 700 men so far, 
and Georgia and Florida have contrib- 
uted about 500 of the May increment of 
15,000 men who are scheduled to report 
here.

future. 

The examinations Monday were con- 
fined almost solely to men who repre- 
sent the city of Cleveland, and medical 
officers stated that approximately 10 
per cent of those examined so far will 
be discharged on account of physical 
defects. This statement will be of par- 
ticular interest among those who are 
interested in the present increment of 
selectmen. 

“The men examined so far compose 
a delegation that is typical of the big 
city,” stated an official at the receiv- 
ing station, referring to the men ex- 
amined Monday. “They are good speci- 
mens mentally, but confining work and 
the usual influences of a city renders 
many of them unfit for service. 

“We expect the percentage of men to 
be discharged will be a great decrease 
in the near future, however,” the officer 
added. “Men from the rural districts 
of Illinois and Georgia will bring the 
physical records of this contingent to 
slightly above the average.” 

Insurance and allotment work is go- 
ing on steadily with the new men as 
they are received and examined. So 
far officials report that the average 
subscriptions to insurance and allot- 
ment are high. 

The new men are being assigned to 
the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth Replace- 
ment regiments, organizations of the 
recently formed infantry replacement 
forces here. A few have been sent to 
the First, Second and Third Replace- 
ment regiments to~fill these units, but 
the large majority of the new men will 
go to the former three organizations. 

The percentage of foreigners in the 
Ohio and [llinois contingent is rather 
i high, quite a few men of alien enemy 
parentage being among the select quo- 
ta of the city of Cleveland. These will 
be given an opportunity to become 
American citizens at this camp. ¢

“When I voted not to hold the double 
graduation Mr. James L. Key, a member 
of the board, gave me somewhat of a drub- 
bing after the meeting, intimating that I 
had wavered in my convictions by stating: 
‘Well, I've got the guts to stand by my 
convictions.” Now I would like to say that 
I bh the ‘guts’ to change my convic- 
tions when I know they are wrong, and [I 
have the ‘guts’ to state what my cenvic- 
tions are now. 


“This Is Misrepresentation.” 


“As for the statement by Mr. Culver that 
the principals decided Saturday te change 
the plan for a combination graduation, 
he knows that this is misrepresentation 
and that the principals did not so de- 
cide, but referred the entire matter to a 
Sunday meeting. They did not sign any 
paper presented by Mr. Culver; they refused 
to flop. I had tried to get the individual 
graduations approved Friday and then, 
just because a mass meeting had been 
called and somebody got scared, we did 
not propose to make spectacies of our- 
selves. 

“In Mr. Culver’s article in the Sunday pa- 
pers he gave the éxcuse that the high 
school boys had made the ‘amend honor- 
able’ in an apology. Mr. Culver knows 
that this apology was addressed to me and 
to nobody else. I am delighted that the 
individual graduations are to be held. We 
will proceed with our plans for an in- 
dividual graduation, but I do not like the 
way in which it was done, the camouflage 
which used the principals petticoats as 
concealbment for a tricky deal. 

“I Kept the superintendent of schools 
thoroughly informed at all times of the 
trend things were taking. I called him on 
the telephone at the first hint of opposition 
from the boys and -asked him to come over 
and expigin matters to the boys. He re 
fused, stating that it was a matter for me 
to handle. Later, I toid the superintendent 
that the parents were taking up the ques- 
tion. The superintendent said ‘it was no 
business of the parents.’ I suggested that 
any one of them had the power to protest 
to the board of education. He replied that it 
was ‘no business of the board of education’s.’ 


“As for Mr. Culver, I want to say that 
his atttiude has veered directly opposite 
from what it was a year ago, when he was 
not supervisor of high schools.

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National Pastime Attacked and Pool Rooms, Movies,’ 
Vaudeville, Etc., Passed up—Baseball Has Done and 
Is Still Doing Its Bit to Help Win the War. 


By Dick Jemison. 


Baseball, the cleanest of all amuse- 
ments, has been made the goat of an 
unwarranted attack, when pool rooms, 
movies, vaudeville and theaters are 
passed up without a word. 

The government is not against base- 
ball. The government through its high- 
est representative, President Wilson, 
has placed its official stamp on the 
national pastime. No later than last 
week, President Wilson attended a 
game in Washington and “rooted” like 
“yy good fan would. 

t was a relaxation to our great pres- 
ident, just as it is a relaxation to the 
thousands of fans throughout the coun- 
try that attend the games in the ball 
parks of the country daily. It gets the 
fans in nature’s great outdoors. It 


5 i gives them a place to give vent to their 


feelings, an outlet for pent-up energies. 

An article in Monday's Constitution 
stated that baseball was tne most popu- 
lar of the sports at the national can- 
tonments, that 70,000 balls and 3,000 
bats had already bveen distributed in 
Pe camps and others were to follow. 

omplete sets of baseball equipment 
have been sent to the fighting forces 
in France, through Clark Griffith's bat 
and ball fund, with the approval of the 
war department. 


Baseball’s Bit. 

Baseball is not a “slacker.” It is not 
a non-essential. In Sunday’s Consti- 
tution there appeared an article com- 
piled by Louis Heilbroner, editor of 
The Blue Book, the Dun and Bradstreet 
of baseball, showing Daseball’s con- 
tribution to the war. 

Through May 10, Mr. Heilbroner had 
compiled a list that showed that there 
were 560 baseball players in the serv- 
ice of the country and that the majori- 
ty of the men had voluntarily gone to 
the colors. 

The remainder are registered, just 
like those in any other walk of life 
and ready and willing to o at any 
time they are called. No later than 
Saturday, three Southern league play- 
ers threw down their bats and gloves 
to take up the khaki and rifle. 

Others stand ready to go whenever 
called. There is no evading of the 
draft by baseball men. 

Since the opening of the season, the 
Atlanta Baseball club has contributed 
around $2,000 in war tax to the gov- 
ernment, and what’s true of Atlanta is 
true of all the other cities where pro- 
fessional baseball is held. 

Help Loans, Etc. 

Baseball has helped the Liberty Loan, 
the Red Cross, thrift stamps and what- 
ever other movement has come up. 


They have “Liberty Loan days” at 


the ball parks, and whenever one is 
8 ed the players are the first to buy.

has bought one or more Liberty Bonds; 
every one has subscribed to the Red 
Cross and other causes, and 
true in Atlanta is true everywhere pro- 
fessional b ll is played.
